Lives Are Lost 


New York, Feb. 19.—(By The A. 


P.)—Eight Inquiries were under way 
today into the tragedy cm Ward's 


j>Island, a little jutting rock in the 


T 
swirling waters of Hell Gate where 
yesterday fire swept a ward of the 
Mannattan State hospital for the^in 
sane, killing 22 patients and three 
male attendants. 


Nineteen bodies had been recover- 
ed before dusk and removed to the 
city morgue but six more remained 
in the ice covered ruins. These, it 
was feared, 
had been 
cremated; 


and Superintendent Marcus B. Hye- 
man, expressed doubt whether more 
than charred bones ever would be 
recovered. 
The blaze was believed to have 
been started by a terrific blast in 
Hell Gate, whicn broke the insula- 
tion on electric wiring, causing a 
short circuit. 
A curious hush pervaded the is- 
land during the night. The bedlam 
of cries and ravings, which ordinar- 
ily might nave been expected, was 
entirely lacking. The whole popula- 
tion of the state's asylum present- 
ed a phlegmatic calm after the day 
of sorrow, a day on which the in- 
sane acted most sanely. 


The only unit of the 75 on the is- 
land tnat was attacked by flames 
housed the most violently insane— 
men of homicidal 
tendency, who 
might at any moment have leaped 
at the throats of their rescuers. 
—But leap they did not. A few 
struggled as guards tried to push 
tneir way to safety 
through 
the 
smoke and flames but no/t a single 
attack upon an attendant 'was re-

The fire marshal's office was the 


>scene of today's first investigation. 
Summoned there at 9 o'clock were 
three attendants whose 
effective 
work was chiefly responsible for t.ie 
rescue—James Hill, the attendant 
in charge of the ward; 
Michael 


Campbell and John Cury. 
_Later these men were ordered to 
report at the office of Medical Ex- 


v aminer Xorris. 
Meanwhile the state architect, 


with a force of men was aiding in 
probing tae debris while C. Floyd 
Haviland, chairman of the state hos- 
pital commisison was making a fur- 
ther examination of the ruins before 
submitting- his report to Governor 
Smith. 
The possibility that the district 
attorney's office might launch a 
flfti im estigation also loomed.

A seventh investigation concluded 
last night by city detectives resulted 
in a leport to Detective Captain 
Carey that the fire in all probability, 
liad been caused by a short circuit, 
caused by the Hell Gate blasting. 
Brigadier General Edward Burr, 
In charge for war department of the 
dredging of Hell Gate, declined to 
comment on the theory that blasting 
by the dredges was the original 


- cause of the fire, rfe said if this 
theory was advanced seriously he 
would inaugurate an investigation 
also. 
Dr. Haviland supported Dr. Hey- 
man in the contention that the 
burned building was greatly over- 
crowded. For this reason 175 pa- 
•isents were transferred to other state 
^institutions, since Jan. 1, but this 
only partly relieved the congestion. 
A funeral barge moved down the 
East River shortly before midnight 
carrying to Bellevue morgue the 19 
\ bodies that had been recovered. In 
only five cases was identification 
possible. 
James R. Hines, one of the patients 
who perished, was a veteran of 
the world war. His wife said he had 
returned from France with his mind 
greatly impaired. Mrs. Hines said 
that her husband had escaped from 
the island two weeks ago by hiding 
in a boat. Stopping at his father's 
house, he obtained some fresh cloth- 
Ing and then had visited his wife and 
six-year-old daughter before guards 
came for him. 
Several other world war "veterans 


perished in the flames. 
A fire many times as disastrous 
as yesterday's may at any moment 
break out on Ward's Island, Super- 
intendent Heyman said today. 
The Island has 73 separate strtic- 
tures of which fifty are used to house 
patients. Of the entire number but 
two are fire proof, according to Dr. 
Heyman. who asserts that he had 
vainly implored the legislature for 
additional funds with which to pro- 
tect his charges from fire. 
yesterday's blaze destroyed but a 
part of tlu great building which, 
over-crowded as it is, some times 
shelters 2,200- The building is 50 
years old. 
The island's fire fighting force Is 
S wholly Inadequate, according to Dr. 
Herman. It has enough apparatus 
for a town of 8.000. but the trained 
personnel Is lacking. 
The island has among its Inhabi- 
tants many recognized pyromanics.

Marjorie died at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing in a hospital at Richmond, Ind., 
where she had been removed yester- 
day. 
The tragedy was discovered Sun- 
day morning by Oscar Langley, 13, 
who, 
on coming down stairs, found 


his sister Marjorie lying in a pool 
of blood upon an improvised cot, but 
still-alive.-" The' bodies -of Tils mdth- 
er, father and baby brother were ly- 
ing on a couch, each shot behind the 
ear. A 32 calibre revolver was found 
n the room.

Oscar said his father had assisted 
him and two other children to bed 
abou<f 8 o'clock Saturday night, and 
then returned to the lower floor.

Colburns arithmetic, or other text book of that type, on which they used 
to work. They can recall page after page of difficult examples which 
they were supposed to do-in their heads, without use of a slate or pencil. 
Young people became very clever m solving these examples without set- 
Ing down any figures on paper. 


Today it will happen in many plkces that if you go into a store any 


buy one article for 11 and one for 14 cents, the clerk may have to get out 
pencil and paper before he can perform these simple additions. He seems 
to do them with difficulty. There are many people today who never ac- 
quired the habit of doing simple arithmetical problems in their heads. 


Some educators would say that this faculty has no special value for 


the ordinary man. They -nould feel that nobody ever attained any con- 
siderable success merely by ability to add up figures. They argue that 
mental skill can not be transferred from one function to another, and the- J 
fact that a. man is a quick mental adder, does not mean that lie could go , 
into a factory or on a farm and think out the unuerl} ing problems of that \ 
business. 


Yet if a man's mind has learned to work quickly in doing one kind of 


work, it would seem as if it would tend to act quickly in other activities. 
The man whose mind has been stimulated by mathematical questions, 
would dislike to appear slow in dealing with other kinds of problems. His 
mind would become of an inquiring nature, continually working over the 
difficulties he might meet and trying to solve them. 


It seems as if mathematics were a subject that made people think and 


as If- those who are allowed to slip through it easily miss a vital element 
In their mental development.

That the first convention in the Interest of woman's rights was held 


July 19, 130S, at Seneca Falls, New York? In 1S50 a National Woman's 
Rights Convention was held in Worcester, Massachusetts. In 1920 all the 
rights of franchise were granted to women of the United States. 
The 
States voting against this amendment were Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, Delaware and Louisi- 
ana. Women were granted the right of suffrage in New Zealand in 1393, 
in Australia in 1902, in Poland, England, Scotland, Ireland, Wales, Canada, 
Australia, Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia and Germany in 1918, and in Hol- 
land. Belgium and Sweden in 1919.
